Grave mod Dignified Statesmen Indulge 
in Personal Controversies—Agricul­ 
tural Bill Passed by the House— 
Pacific Railroad 
Inquiry—General 
Capitol City Happenings. 


W ashington, Feb. 19.—The session of 
the senate Tuesday furnished a succes­ 
sion of breezy incidents. Little actual 
work was accomplished, but brief de­ 
bates on a number of subjects developed 
frequent sharp personal exchanges be­ 
tween the senators. 
Mr. Hill of New 
York had a lively tilt with Mr. Tillman 
of South Carolina during the debate on 
Mr. Peffer’s resolution for a senate in­ 
vestigation of the recent bond issue. 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska took issue with 
Mr. Gear of Iowa and Mr. Wolcott over 
the course of the Pacific railway com­ 
m ittee in conducting their inquiry. Mr. 
Chandler and Mr. Cockrell had an ani­ 
mated but good-natured colloquy and 
Gen. Hawley and Mr. Allen had a dif­ 
ference somewhat less good-natured. 
Two appropriation bills, the military 
academy and the pension 
bill, were 
passed during the day. 
Efforts were 
made to amend 1 he m ilitary academy 
bill by increasing the number of cadets 
by two from each state, ninety in all, 
but after a debate of three hours the 
plan was defeated. The pension appro­ 
priation bill, carrying $142,000,000, was 
passed after ten minutes* debate. 
When the senate met at noon Mr. 
Allen pop., Neb.) asked 
the 
finance 
committee what steps were to be taken 
toward a conference with the house on 
the silver-bond bill. It was explained 
th at the house had not asked for a con­ 
ference on its non-concurrence, and no 
further action was taken. 
Mr. Peffer sought to secure action on 
his resolution for the creation of a spe- 
tial committee of five senators to inquire 
into the circumstances of recent bond 
issues. 
Mr. Sherman moved to refer the reso­ 
lution to the finance committee. 
Mr. Peffer declared that public indig­ 
nation alone prevented the last bond is­ 
sue from going to the syndicate which 
made such enormous profits at the pre­ 
vious bond sale. Mr. Peffer referred to 
the vague suggestions of scandal as to 
this last sale, inclnding the late submis­ 
sion of one of the largest bids. 
Mr. Stewart advocated an inquiry and 
strongly criticised the recent bond is­ 
sues. 
Mr. Lodge briefly stated that in view 
of the charges of irregularity, involving 
the credit of the nation, he believed 
that an investigation should be made. 
Mr. Hill (dem., N. Y.) was opposed to 
any investigation at this time by the 
finance committee, or any other com­ 
mittee. The senate had heretofore dig­ 
nified such rumors by serious investi­ 
gation. It was a pandering to idle cu­ 
riosity. The senator (Peffer) who pro­ 
poses this inquiry did not make person­ 
al charges against the president or the 
secretary of the treasury. “But I make 
the charge,’’ exclaimed Mr. Stewart, ris­ 
ing and moving down the middle aisle 
Mr. Hill waved Mr. Stewart back anc 
declined to entertain the interruption 
He proceeded to argue against the sen­ 
ate inquiries into rumors when he was 
interrupted by Mr. Tillman (dem., S 
C.). A lively exchange of personalities 
ensued, stopped only by the chairman's 
gavel. 
The Peffer resolution was finally sent 
to the calendar. 
The military academy bill was then 
taken up. The debate proceeded on the 
amendment of Mr. Vilas fdem., Wis. 
for an increase of military cadet ap 
pointments by two from each state 
The discussion took a wide range, many 
senators participating, and the com 
ment included comparisons of West 
Pointers and officers appointed from 
civil life; also the relative rights of offi 
cers and enlisted men. 
There were 
frequent evidence of personal feeling 
After a debate of three hrmrs 
Mr. 
Vilas’ amendment and all p: 
itions 
connected with it were defei 
24 to 
27. 
The pension bill was then taken up. 
Mr. Gorman took occasion to state that 
the vast amount of the pension bill was 
one of the several sums which hung 
over the treasury like a pall, swelling 
the expenditures of the government be­ 
yond the revenues. The bill was then 
passed. 
Mr. Call (dem., Fla.) offered a resolu­ 
tion which went over providing that 
lapsed bids under the recent bond issue 
be assigned to the lowest among the 
other bidders. 


HOISE DOES SOME WORK. 


I bim additional power to eiTi'orce regula­ 
tions and have strengthened the law by 
the imposition of penalties for viola­ 
tions, were stricken out. 
A resolution was adopted directing 
the committee on ways and means to 
investigate the effect of the difference 
of exchange between gold and silver 
standard countries upon the manufac­ 
turing industries of the United States. 
The house then went into the com­ 
mittee of the whole and resumed the 
consideration of the agricultural bill. 
The amendments to the act of 1891 for 
the inspection of live cattle, hogs, car­ 
casses, and products thereof which had 
been incorporated in the 
bill, 
were 
stricken out on the motion 
of 
Mr. 
Baker (rep., N. H.). 
The amendments 
refused clearance to vessels exporting 
meats not found sound upon inspection, 
and provided for the certification and 
stamping of cattle, sheep, and swine 
found free of disease, and made coun­ 
thought that the disaster may have 
terfeiting of such certificate or stamps I been caused by the breaking into an 
punishable by a fine of $1,000 and im­ 
prisonment not exceeding one year. 
The secretary of agriculture was au­ 
thorized by one amendment stricken 
out to make regulations to prevent the 
transportation of condemned carcasses 
or meats from one state to another, or 
to foreign countries. An amendment 
to print 80,000 copies of the report of 
892 on diseases of cattle was ruled out. 
The hill as amended was passed. 
Mr. Lacey then called up the bill to 
extend for five years the time for bring- 
ng suits to vacate and annul patents to 
jubile lands under the railroad grants. 
The bill extends the time five years. 
W ithout action on the bill the house at 
5 o’clock adjourned.

Fatal Explosion in the Vulcan Slope— 
Work of Rescue Being Pushed, 
But Little Hope Held Out to the 
Friends of the Victims—The Names 
of the Victims. 


Newcastle, Colo., Feb. 19.—An explo­ 
sion in the Vulcan coal mine, two miles 
from this place, at 11:20 o’clock Tuesday 
morning resulted, it is believed, in the 
death of fifty-five miners and in dam­ 
age to the mine that is estimated to 
amount to thousands of dollars. It is

Agricultural Appropriation Rill Debated 
and Panned. 
W ashington. 
Feb. 
19.—The house 
Tuesday passed the agricultural appro­ 
priation bill. It carries $3,138,192. The 
section of the revised statutes for the 
purchase and distribution of “rare and 
uncommon” seed, which Secretary Mor­ 
ton declined to execute in the current 
appropriation law. was repealed.the ap­ 
propriation for seed was increased from 
$130,090 to $150,000 and its execution 
was made mandatory upon the secre­ 
tary. 
Mr. Cousins of Iowa introduced his 
amendment to reduce Mr. Morton s sal­ 
ary until he expended the appropriation 
in the current law, but the amendment 
was ruled out on a point of order. Sev­ 
eral amendments to the meat inspec­ 
tion aet of 1891 recommended by Secre­ 
tary Morton, which would have given 


Senator Morgan Asks Unpleasant Ques­ 
tions of Huntington. 
Washington, Feb. 19—The hearing 
on the refunding of the Pacific rail­ 
road’s debt by the senate committee on 
Pacific railroads continued Tuesday. 
Senator Morgan resumed his inquiries 
concerning the destruction of the papers 
of the finance and contract company. 
He intimated that he believed the pa­ 
pers were burned for the purpose of 
destroying the proof of the individual 
liability of the stockholders, hut Mr. 
Huntington insisted that they had been 
destroyed for the purpose of cleaning 
out a room and because the business for 
which the company had been organized 
was closed. 
Questioning developed that the Cen­ 
tral Pacific organizers had built three 
other roads 
in California 
connected 
with 
the Central 
Pacific, and 
had 
bought twelve which had failed. 
Mr. 
Huntington said that the roads built 
had cost about $40,000 per mile and the 
construction companies had been paid 
with bonds at this rate which were is­ 
sued by the Central Pacific company. 
Taking up the question of the govern­ 
ment indebtedness. Senator Morgan 
asked Mr. Huntington if he considered 
the interest which had been paid by the 
government on the guaranty bonds a 
part of the Central Pacific indebtedness 
to the government. Mr. Huntington re­ 
plied that he did and that his proposi­ 
tion was to calculate the entire amount 
up to the maturity of the bonds, includ­ 
ing interest as well as principal, and 
count it all as interest. 
He did not, 
however, understand that he was to be 
expected to pay interest on interest. He 
did not think the company could pay 
more than 2 per cent interest on this 
extension. 
Replying to an assertion made at a 
mass meeting in San Francisco that he 
Stanford, Perkins and Crocker had ac­ 
cumulated a combined fortune of $200,- 
000,000, he said it was “a lie,” as was the 
statement that they had received from 
city, county, state and nation property 
of four times the amount of the cost o 
building the roads. The hearing will be j 
resumed again next Thursday. 


WOULD EXCLUDE ILLITERATES. 


Commlttao on Immigration Reports an 
Important Bill. 
Washington, 
Feb. 
19.—Senator 
Lodge, chairman of the committee on 
immigration, on Tuesday reported a bill 
from that committee for the restriction 
of immigration. The bill provides for 
the exclusion of all persons who are 
so ignorant as to be unable to read 
and write any language. The commit­ 
tee says that there can be no doubt 
that there is a general and earnest de­ 
sire among the people of the United 
States to restrict immigration. “It is 
obvious that immigration in its present 
unrestricted form,” the 
report 
con­ 
tinues, “threatens to injure the quality 
of our citizenship and lower the rates 
of American wages.” 


What the Government Coats. 
Washington, Feb. 19.—Representa­ 
tive Bingham of Pennsylvania on Tues­ 
day reported to the house from the ap­ 
propriations committee the bill mak­ 
ing provisions for the expenses of the 
legislative, executive, and judicial de­ 
partments of the government for the 
fiscal year 1897.

by the bill is $21,444,195. The bill of 
last year carried $22,069,778.

Official! Tell a Strange Story—Police 
Discredit Their Statement and Can 
Find No Evidence of the Attempt 
They Allege to Have Occurred— 
Have No W itness. 
San 
Francisco, Cal., Feb. 19—The 
boldest and cleverest robbery known 
here for some time occurred Tuesday 
when three masked men entered the 
Market Street bank and held up the 
cashier and bookkeeper at the point of 
pistols, shut them up in the big vault, 
raked all the coin in sight, and then 
vanished without leaving a trace be­ 
hind. 
The Market Street hank is a small 
concern, recently opened in the Spreck­ 
els’ building, on Market street, right in 
the busiest section of the city. Cashier 
Hopkins and 
Bookkeeper Hayshorst 
were the only ones in the bank at 9:45, 
when three 
masked men entered. 
Pointing their pistols at the heads of 
the bank employes, the robbers ordered 
them to throw up their hands. Haya- 
horst obeyed, but Hopkins endeavored 
to get a pistol from a drawer. A shot 
from one of the robbers stopped him, 
and he threw up his hands. 
The bul­ 
let did not hit the cashier, but the shot 
was fired at such close range that his 
face was burned by the powder. The 
robbers then went behind the counter 
and hustled their prisoners into the 
vault. 
They shut, but could not lock 
the doors, and then raked the coin from 
the money trays into a sack. 
No one saw them go in or come out 
of the bank, and although an officer ar­ 
rived in less than a minute after the 
robbery had been committed, not a trace 
of the thieves could be found. 
The 
hank people will not say how much 
money was taken, but the amount does 
not exceed $700. 
The police express 
doubt that any robbery was committed.

The collections for 
relief 
already 
amount to over $500, and it is expected 
that this sum will be increased to over 
$1,000. 
While the firemen were yet at work 
on the Burdette building 
they were 
summoned to fight flames in Apollo 
Hall, one of the land-marks of the city. 
The hall was soon destroyed, and the 
flames spread to premises on the ground 
floor, including two saloons and a res­ 
taurant. The loss will reach $30,000.

The only man who got out of the 
mine at the time of the explosion w’as 
Edward Welch, who was near the 
mouth of the tunnel, and was blown 
out. His skull was fractured, arm was 
broken, his face badly cut and burned, 
and all the hair was burned from his 
head. He was breathing wrhen found, 
hut expired shortly after without show­ 
ing consciousness. 
As soon as the news of the explosion 
reached 
Newcastle 
Superintendent 
Blount closed the mines of the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron company and, taking 
all his miners, left here for the Vulcan 
mines, to attempt a rescue. There are 
two shafts In addition to the one In 
which the explosion took place. In the 
upper of these two the rescuers pen­ 
etrated about 300 feet and it is through 
this that air can be forced Into some of 
the rooms. But none of those who w’ere 
working in the mine have come out, 
and it is thought that this is conclusive 
evidence that all are dead.

Pittsburg. Pa., Feb. 19.—A defensive 
alliance was formed here Tuesday Dy

have a decided influence on their fu­ 
ture existence. The plans provide for 
the accumulation of an immense de­ 
fense fund, to be raised by a per capita 
tax, said fund to be used in a contest 
with the manufacturers should there 
be occasion. 
Each union is to retain 
its present autonomy, hut the mutual 
defense fund may he drawn upon by 
either when in need. 
It is not an­ 
nounced what the fund will be, but It 
is understood from a reliable source 
that it will not be less than $2,090,000. 
The per capita, it is said, will be $1 
per month, and as there are in the 
United States and Canada about 75,000 
workers affected by these unions, it 
will be a comparatively short 
time 
• until the limit is reached.

Police Prevent a Demonstration Aff*Inst 
Prisoners Jackson and Walling. 
Cincinnati, Feb. 19.—Owing to an in­ 
cendiary 
advertisement 
calling 
for 
1,000 men 
at Court 
and 
Sycamore 
streets at 8:30 Tuesday, “ready 
for 
work,” there was a well-founded ap­ 
prehension that a mob was to be gath­ 
ered to lynch the prisoners Jackson 
and Walling when on their way from 
the jail to the police court. The crowd 
did assemble, but a heavy 
relay of 
police was found there and no concen­ 
tration was permitted. Little by little 
news got abroad that no occasion for 
any sort of demonstration could arise, 
for the simple reason that the prisoners 
had been quietly removed to the city 
hall two hours before the time when it 
was supposed they would leave the jail. 
N otw ithstanding this 
fact, 
curious 
people kept coming to that 
vicinity 
only to find no cause for excitemenL 
When the cases were called in court 
the prisoners promptly appeared from 
the cell-room below with no signs show­ 
ing any change in their bearing. They 
were required to remain not more than 
a half minute, for counsel had agreed 
to continue the hearing until Feb. 27. 


F IG H T H A S BEGUN. 


Chicago Garment Workers and Bosses 
Commence a Life or Death Straggle^ 
Chicago, Feb. 19.—The present indi­ 
cations are that before the end of an­ 
other week at least 
8,000 
garment- 
workers employed 
in the wholesale 
clothing manufacturing houses of Chi­ 
cago will be on aistrike. In fact, the 
big strike is now on, but only about 
175 men are out, and only four whole­ 
sale concerns are affected. These men 
who have struck are clothing cutters, 
trimmers, and fitters. 
The contest is 
one that will test the full power of the 
United Garment-Workers’ Association, 
and the outcome virtually holds its ex­ 
istence in the balance. 
If the manu­ 
facturers win, the association, which 
numbers on its rosts about 15,000 men, 
will lose a large part of its membership, 
while, if the unions win, it will estab­ 
lish the United Garment-Workers of 
America as one of the most powerful 
labor bodies in the city.

Broken Rail Cannes a Serious Wreck in 
Vermont. 
Bellows Falls, Vt., Feb. 18.—A broken

The engine of a passenger 
train was derailed and three coaches 
were thrown down a 50-foot embank­ 
ment. About a dozen persons were in­ 
jured, four of them seriously.

It 
Is probable that the convention will 
nominate C. S. Dobbins of Shoals for 
governor.

The governm ent advertises for so 
m any hundreds of horses, to be fur­ 
nished in lots of different numbers, 
e n d award the contracts to the lowest 
b id d e r s . 
The contractors are com­ 
pelled to give bonds for the faithful 
performance cf their obligation!, and 
w hen the horses are examined they 
a re compelled 
to 
pay the* differ­ 
ence in cost between the anim als re­ 
jected and those bought in their stead 
in the open m arkets by the govern­ 
m ent agents. 
An idea of th e reeky road traveled 
by some of these contractors, as well 
cts an illustration of the rigid require­ 
m ents upon the part of the eavaly Ber 
Tice, may be gathered from the fact

What the Government Wants 
The model cavalry horses, in color, 
either bay, sorrel, black or gray 
aouad, well bred aod of superior class, 
g en tle under the saddle, free from vic­ 
ious habits, w ith free and prompt 
action a t the walk, tro t and gallop, 
w ithout blemish or defeet, of a kind 
disposition and w ith easy mouth and 
gait. 
He m ust be a “ gelding” (mares 
n o t taken under any circumstances), 
a f uniform and hardy eolor, in sound 
condition, from fifteen and one-fourth 
to sixteen hands high; w eight not less

The average working life of the cav­ 
alry horse is about fifteen years, and 
about IO per cent, of those in the ser­ 
vice die or are discarded every year. 
T he horses bought every year are sent 
a t once to the different forts endfsts- 
tious, aud to the riding school a t West 


Point, where rough and fancy riding 
is taught, and are put to work w ith­ 
out delay, the soldier taking the green 
anim al and commencing Its education. 
Each cavalryman trains and cares for 
his own horse. 
Mr. McKinney’s appointm ent was 
due to Gen. Doe, and his superior qusl- 
ificstions for the place, make him one 
or the governm ent’s best inspectors.

Carious T h e o r ie s o f T h e ir O rig in as W ell 
as Their Characteristic's. 
In the midst of much dry-as-dust in­ 
formation and 
many drier-than-dust 
figures relating to the larval or post- 
larval development of the brain of the 
lesser sand eel, to hermaphroditism in 
the cod, to the spawning period of the 
armed bullhead and the vitality of its 
eggs, and to other topics of a similarly 
hair-raising character, the third part, 
recently issued, of the thirteenth an­ 
nual report of the fishery board for 
Scotland contains papers 
on two or 
three points of interest to others be­ 
sides biologists. 
In a paper on the 
hatching and rearing of food fishes it 
is stated that during 1894 and down to 
July of last year the total number of 
fry distributed from the Dunbar hatch­ 
ery for sea fish was 72,785,000, of which 
64,675,000 were plaice. The number of 
cod hatched was 2,760.000 and of turbot 
3,800,000, this being the first time (to 
the knowledge of the board) that the 
eggs of the last named 
have 
been 
hatched at any hatchery. 
The papers on the influence of marine 
currents in transporting floating eggs 
and larvae from off-shore spawning 
areas on the life histories and develop­ 
ment of the food fishes and on the long 
and valuable series of physical investi­ 
gations ought to appeal to ail who are 
concerned with the maintenance of our 
supply of sea fish. 
More valuable as 
tending to the elucidation of a subject 
wrapped very much in mystery is H. 
C. Williamson’s elaborate paper on the 
reproduction of the common eel. 
Mr. 
Williamson gives a very full account of 
the reproductive organs, both as de­ 
scribed by other naturalists and as ob­ 
served by himself in a number of speci­ 
mens examined at St. Andrew’s, and 
the paper includes a description of the 
migrations of the eel and all that has 
been asscertaiued about its spawning. 
It is a remarkable fact that the ripe 
egg of the eel has never yet been dis­ 
covered. Some funny beliefs have been 
held at different times as to the genesis 
of this very slippery creature.

Madison, Feb. 19—[Special]—The 
legislative apportionm ent committee 
met today aud considered assembly dis 
triste. 
The districts as provided for 
in the hill 
and am endm ents were 
adopted with the following exceptions: 
The counties of 
Bayfield, Sawyer, 
W ashburn, B arnette, Polk, 
Forest 
Florence, Langlade, Lincoln, Taylor, 
Oneida; Price, Vilas, Iron, W aukesha, 
Dodge and Sheboygan are in dispute 
and the division of them into districts 
was placed in the hands of the sub­ 
committee, so 
as not to delay the 
work of the committee. 
Under the 
hill of 
amendments, 
Rock county will he divided as fol 
lows: 
Rock County—I. 
The towns of Janesville, 
La Prairie and Rock and the city of Janesville 
shall constitute the First Assembly district of 
Rock county. 2. The towns of Center, Fulton 
Harmony. Johnstown, Lima, Magnolia, Milton, 
Porter and Union and the village of Evansville 
and the city of Edgerton shall constitute the 
Second Assembly district of 
Rock county. 
3. The towns of Avon, Bradford. Beloit, Clin­ 
ton, Newark, Plymouth, Spring Valley, Turtle 
and Clinton and the city of Beloit shall constl 
tute the Third Assembly cistrlct of Rock county. 
Population of districts as per bill: First, 16,475; 
Second, 15.847; Third, ’6,0)2. Population of dis­ 
tricts as per promoted amendments: 
First, 
16,084. Second, 16,282. Third, 16,018. 
Why Changes Were Made. 
Rock Oounty is re-divided, it is un­ 
derstood, 
tov 
geographical reasons. 
The Janesville Assembly district as 
made up originally included Janesville 
City, tow n of Janesville and tow n of 
Center. 
It was a narrow atrip run­ 
ning two-thirds of the way across the 
eonnty. 
This was thought to he ob­ 
jectionable for geographical reasons, 
the intention being to make the new 
apportionm ent 
wholly 
free 
from 
supicion of partisanship. 
The new district—city of Jan es­ 
ville, town of Janesville and town of 
Rock—is less satisfactory to republi­ 
cans, b u tts somewhat more compact.

FIDDLING JIMMY. 


He was long, lank and lean, light 
b an ed , w ith pale bine eyes, the product 
of tho Missouri bottoms, whero things 
sprout up w ith such am azing quickness 
an d then m ature w ith so much delibera­ 
tion. 
When be dropped from a train at 
Dodge City, ho had an old fashioned 
carpetsnck iii one hand and under his 
other ai rn was a fiddle in a faded brown 
bag. Ho looked about him somewhat in 
vroude: int ut at the river and the rol­ 
ling, ticeless country merging into the 
sizy far away to the south and then 
again at the long, crowded street on 
th e other side. He looked but for a mo­ 
m ent, 
however, and then proceeded 
straig h t to the office of the Southw est­ 
ern Stage company. 
His inquiry there 
w as short aud to tho point. 
* ‘Have ye got airy job a feller kin 
d o r* 
T his w as years ago, when Dodge was 
th e end of tho overland cattle drive and 
fu lly entitled to its reputation of a w ild 
an d woolly towu. 
To the south for a 
few miles was a sprinkle of settlers and 
beyond that all was lonesome and in­ 
hospitable. 
The Southwestern company always 
b ad vacancies. 
Along the many routes 
w ere certain relay stations, some of 
w hich were sure to be in need of keep­ 
e rs. 
There was one line in particular, 
running down to Tascosa, on the South 
C anadian, in Texas, a stretch of 250 
m iles, aud just a little over half way 
w as a station, N a 13, where a man 
w as needed at once. The pay was $40 a 
m onth. The duties were simply to watch 
h alf a dozen mules and have a team 
ready for the weekly buckboard that 
performed all the transportation, the 
freight being usually two of Uncle 
Sam s m ail sacks. 
The company sup­

There was uo haggling over terms, 
an d Jim Cusenberry, fiddle and carpet­ 
bag were duly dispatched the very next 
m orning to the field of his new labors. 
A nd Jim was duly dubbed Fiddling 
Jim m y by clerk, driver aud all who 
cam e in contact w ith him. 
Jim m y had been duly informed that 
h e would find things “ sorter” lonesome 
out at No. 13, but had responded th at he 
d id n ’t “ keer a durn” for being by him - j choly 
self. The fiddle was plenty of company 
so his grub came regular. 
Now, there were certain things about 
No. 13 that had been discreetly over­ 
looked in the telling. 
It was 35 miles 
from the stations on either side aud 
consisted of a square hole dug at tho top 
of a stoep bauk overlooking a w ater 
bole in one of those plains creeks where 
such holes occur at long intervals, tho 
rem ainder being simply a grass grown 
Oppression. 
The hole was roofed w ith 
cottonwood poles, upon which dirt had 
been throw n—a dugout pure aud sim ­ 
ple.
